CHICAGO (UP) — The last word 
in the newly-completed “Diction- 
ary of Americanisms” is zweiback. 
It means twice-baked bread. 

The two-volume, 2,000-page dic- 
tionary includes 50,000 such words 
and phrases that were coined in 
America. 

The dictionary is scheduled for 
publication by the University of 
Chicago Press early in 1951. Its 
editor, Mitford Mathews, took five 
years to compile it. 

Mathews said cwelback is a word 
of German origin and is an exam- 
ple of a foreign word given new 
meaning in the United States 

He said its first known use in 
this country was in 1864, when 
the New York Weekly Tribune 
printed, “these swelback (sic) will 
keep for a tong time if put in a 
dry place.”

Away back last June when Mavor Sid- 
ney Parsons discovered there were not 
enough policemen in Edmonton to keep 
order around a South Side dance hall, he

# prison paddle, such as is used 
on rare occasions to maintain

ments, right or wrong. 

In the Civil War in the USA., 
the clergy of the South stood 
with their own kith and kin— 
slavery and all. Those in the 
North were for the North. 

So in the first two world wars, 
the German church was for Ger- 
many, the Russian church was 
‘dor Russia, the Italian for Italy 
and the Canadian was for Can- 
and and Co, 

The threatened third world war 
fs on somewhat different lines, 
This time one of the contestants 
is governed by @ force that 
epurns the religion of the West. 
So the predicaiiéit of th 
tian Church is even more ui- 
happy. To fight or not to fight 
end if so, how? 

Here and there small groups 
like the Quakers, Jehovah's Wit- 
nesses and followers of Gandhi 
epply their own answer, They 
simply renounce war personally.

“The time has come when in 
the politically new and contrest- 
ing’ world it should be possible, 
on spiritual foundations, to build, 
organize and administer a sys- 
tem of law and government that 
would effectually outlaw war, 
Peoples or governments unwill- 
ing to acctpt such a system, at 
first, should be granted permis-

The time has come to lay the 
foundations of world goverhment. 
This world government would 
differ fundamentally from the 
United Nations organization be- 
cause the latter is a mere associa+ 
tion of separate national govern, 
ments. 

Any national government ean 
legally order any of its citizens

newed and enriched, 


It Takes 
Centuries 


Long years, even centuries, 
are required for the production 
of mould, It was a method which 
was too siow for a humanity 
forever growing in number and 
in appetite, Scientists, therefore, 
devoted themselves to research 
and discovered ways of develop- 
ing mould rapidly; the system is 
so successful that the mould may 
now be purchased at any time 
and in large or small quantities, 
according to need, 

I find all these good Ideas in 
our farm publications, both Eng- 
lish and French. I apply them in 
my own little vegetable and 
flower garden. 1 find in them 
also a matter for reflection 
upon our national situation, 

Our nation is like a big garden 
which necessitates constant cul- 
tivation in order to be beautiful 
and harmonious, If we are satis- 
fied with just any kind of soil, 
we shall grow just any kind of 
plants, especially weeds, by

X-Ray, Diathermy May Help Bursitis 


The most common causes of 
inflammation of a bursa, or bur- 
sitis, are single severe injuries 
or lesser but repeated ones, 
Kneeling for a long time may 
affect a bursa just above the 
knee resulting in the common 
malady, “housemaid’s knee.” In 
“tennis elbow,” a bursa around 
the elbow is involved. 

Now, apy smal! pocket lined 
by delicate tissue lying near one 
of the moveable joints of the body 
is called a bursa, Typical bursas 
are those above the knees, and 
around the elbows and suoulders, 

Bursitis often starw suddenly 
aud in such cases the involved 


cavity is likely to be swollen and 
contzin a fMuld, the nature of 
which depends on the cause, 
Acute or subacuie bursitis brings 
tenderness and pain, In the more 
chronic conditions in which the 
fluid develops gradually and lasts 
for a long time, discomfort may 
be entirely absent. Diagnosis is 
not always easy, 


It Depends 
On Cause 


What can be doue for an in- 
flamed bursa depends partiy on 
the cause and partly on the acute 


ness of the Inflammation. In the 
more acute conditions, complete 
rest alded by a splint, bandage, 
or cast is generally advised, 

In those cases in which the 
swelling is great and the pres- 
sure causes considerable pain, 
the physician ma, have to re- 
move some of the excess fluid, 
Since the fluid may return, such 
removal is likely to have to be 
repeated several times. 

Hot wet bandages may bring 
relief and heat in the form of 
diathermy ts frequently extreme- 
ly helpful. Deep X-ray treatments 
have also been used in some 
eases with success, 


Unfortunately, some cases of 
chronic bursitis are resistant to 
all these forms of treatment. In. 
jection of a local anesthetic into 
the bursa itself is often useful 
but may not bring lasting effects, 
The injection of some irritating 
fluid called a sclerosing solution 
has been reported to be useful 
occasionally, 

In the most resistant cases, an 
operation Involving removal of 
the entire Maing of the bursa may 
have to be employed, but this is 
more or less of a last resort. The 
sufferer from a sever bursitis 
usually feels quite sorry for him. 
self—end with good reason,
